Plan Would SRS 
Credit Structure 
Of the Nation 


By WILLIAM K. HUTCHISON 


WASHINGTON — (INS) — The 
Vanderberg plan, for improving the 
credit structure of the nation by 
liberalizing the federal reserve cat, 
has been approved by banking 
authorities in a majority of the 
states, Senator Vandenberg (R) of 
Michigan, announced today. 

The Vandenberg plan, which 
Gov. Young of the. Boston Federal 
Reserve bank helped to draft, would 
provide. (1) rediscounting of cer- 
tain bonds and warrants of states, 
counties, cities and other tax dis- 
tricts, and (2) creating a tempor- 
ary emergency re-discount privilege 
on sound assets of solvent banks. 

In brief, this plan would tend 
to prevent the closing of banks by 
stagnation of assets or tightening 
of credit markets. Under it, the na- 
tion’s smaller ‘banks could -redis- 
count their sound assets through 
the federal reserve system in any 
financial emergency, thus secur- 
ing the necessary cash to continue 
operation. Its authors have insist- 
ed it would have prevented the 
closing of hundreds of banks in the 
past two years, with resulting loss- 
es to depositors. 

The poll of state banking authori- 
ties by Senator Vandenberg reveal- 
ed 25 states favoring his plan. Six 
states proposed reservations, four 
gave equivocal replies, three—New 
Jersey, California. and Minnesota— 
opposed it and ten failed to respond

“The coaches and athletic direc- 
tors, in their meeting here Sunday, 
felt an unusual spectacle like this 
would draw more than regular con- 
tests between the four teams,” Maj- 
John L. Griffith, conference ath- 
letic commissioner, informed. In- 
ternational News Service today. 

“This belief is now being borne 
out, and we think that there will be 
a very good gate. If only the Chi- 
cago alumni of the four schools at- 
tend the games, there will be a rec- 
ord crowd.” i 

One factor that brought about 
the tournament bookings, Maj. 
Griffith stated, was the fact that 
Iowa had not met Chicago, and In- 
diana had not met Illinois, previ- 
ously this season. ‘ 

Logical Opponents 

“It was logical the teams should 
be matched,” the commissioner de- 
clared, “and we believed the tourna- 
ment idea would appeal to the pub- 
lic through its novelty.” 

The Stagg field fest is certain 
to complicate records in the low- 
er division of Big Ten standings, 
since it has been announced that 
the post-season tilts will count as 
any other in the championship 
race. Exactly how much percent-- 
age should be given an eleven win- 
ning one-half a game promises to 
be a question more knotty than 
how many angels can stand ona 
pin point. 

At the present time, the dope is 
that Chicago will beat Iowa and 
Indiana will beat Illinois. This 
would bring about the second meet- 
ing of the season between Indiana 
and Chicago, with the Hoosiers 
favored to cop their second victory 
off the Stagg aggregation. 

But, of course, anything might 
happen in a midget-size football 
game, and the windup might pos- 
sibly see the Hawkeyes emerging 
with full honors. Such a turn of 
event would give the tough-luck 
Iowans some badly needed en- 
couragement.

For Pooling Plan

WASHINGTON—(INS) — Crea- 
tion of a Railroad Credit corpora- 
tion as a substitute for the pooling 
plan of the Interstate Commerce 
commission to obtain higher freight 
Tates, was proposed to the commis- 
sion today by the association of rail- 
way executives. 

The petition asked for certain 
modifications of the commission’s 
decision the 15 per cent rate in- 
crease, in order to make the plan 
workable from a practical stand- 
point. 

The organization would be incor- 
porated under Delaware laws. Its 
ree office will be located 

ere. 

In its recent decision the com- 
mission granted certain increases in 
freight rates, estimated to aggre- 
gate between $100,000,000 and $125,- 
000,000, providing the revenues de- 
rived therefrom are placed in a 
fund for the relief of railroads fail- 
ing to earn their interest charges. 

The railroads now ask that the 
amounts so distributed shall be re- 
garded as loans and not gratuities, 
the loans needing the best available 
collateral but with the discretion to 
the corporation to relax this essen- 
tial when the public interest re- 
quires. Under the proposed plan 
these loans are to be for a period 
not exceeding two years, but may 
be renewed for another. two-year 
period.

CONDEMNED 

(Find the error in this article) 

Mill once wrote, “The verb:trans- 
pire formerly conveyed very ex- 
pressively its correct meaning, viz., 
to become known through un- 
noticed channels—to exhale, as it 
were, into publicity through in- 
visible pores, like a vapor or gas 
disengaging itself. But of late a 
practice has commenced em- 
ploying this word... mere 
synonym of to happen .. .4\Mis vile 
specimen of bad Englis}'} is. al- 
ready seen in the dispatches of 
noblemen and viceroys.” 

The foregoing condemnation of 
the use of transpire for happen is 
supported by the New Standard 
Dictionary which, in part, defines 
transpire as follows: “4. To come 
to pass; happen; an improper use.” 

So I think we'll have to change 
“transpire” to happen in the sec- 
ond sentence of the Fall Test. This 
sentence read as follows: “One 
event after another were transpiring 
that afternoon.” 

The subject is “event.” Being in 
the singular number, this noun 
should have been followed by the 
singular verb “was.” “After an- 
other” could not possibly join with 
“event” to make a plural subject, 
because it is purely a modifying 
phrase. The second sentence there- 
fore, should have read as follows: 
“One event after another was hap- 
pening that afternoon.” 


Yesterday’s error: “ ,... and it is 
customary with nouns of these 
sorts.” 

Correct: ... and it is customary 
with nouns of this sort. 

Do not use a plural adjective 
with a singular noun.

BROADCASTING 
RATES CLAIMED 
AS BEING HIGH 


Interstate Commerce 
Body Hears Case 
Against N. B. C. 


Radio listeners who hear chain 
programs every time they tune in 
on their sets, are interested in the 
fact that the National Broadcast- 
ing company, whose chain . pro- 
grams are heard daily over  sta- 
tions WOC, Davenport, and WHO, 
Des Moines, is charged in a com- 
plaint filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by the Sta- 
Shine Products Company, Inc., of 
Freeport, N.. Y., with exacting un- 
reasonable and discriminatory rates 
for the “transmission of intelligence 
for hire in interstate commerce.” 
The case will be considered by the 
commission on Dec. 14, at New York 
City before Examiner Cheseldine. 

This is the first time in the his- 
tory of the commission that a com- 
plaint has been received involving 
rates.charged by the radio stations 
for broadcasting, records disclose. 
The commission records show that 
the National Broadcasting company 
has retained the firm of Cravath De 
Gersdorff Swaine and Wood of New 
York to. defend’ its position ‘in the 


proceedings. ; 
Rates Are Exorbitant _ 

The Sta-Shine company, which is 
engaged in the manufacture of fur- 
niture polish, alleged in its coem- 
plaint filed before the co on 
on Sept..19 of the current. year that 
the rates charged by the defendant 
companies for “messages” sent via 
station WGBB are “too exorbitant.” 

Th complaint charges that the 
station demanded $146.48 per 15 
minutes for transmitting the mes- 
sages through one station and $1.- 
480.49 for “so-called chain trans- 
mission,” all to the great damage of 
the complainant. It also charges 
Broadcasting 
company has failed to furnish fac- 
ilities. The commission was advis- 
ed in a letter from Frederick - H. 
Wood ‘of the firm retained by the 
National Broadcasting company to 
conduct its defense; that. the radio 
concern has doubts as to the issue 
coming under the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. : : 

’ Doubts Jurisdiction 

“My first impression of the com- 
plaint is,” said Mr. Wood, “that it 
tenders ‘no issue under the. Inter- 
state Commerce Act and that it fur- 
thermore fails in many important 
respects to comply with the rules of 
practice in that it does not contain 
a plain statement of the facts in- 
volved. 

“If further study confirms these 
impressions, ‘it will be my. purpose 
within the period of extension (20 
days within which to file answering 
brief) to direct the attention of the 
commission thereto in such manner 
as may be appropriate. We do not 
represent the other defendant (Sta- 
tion WGBB), H. H. Carman, prop- 
rieter, but I am authorized to join 
him in the request for an extension, 
which it seems to me should appro-
